In the Drawings: 

In response to the objection regarding the drawings, replacement sheet for the 
figures 7 and 8 are submitted. In the replacement sheet, reference numbers 15 and 16 
have been changed to 15c and 16a respectively. Amendments have been made to the 
corresponding sections of the specification that describe these features. No new matter is 
added in the replacement sheet.

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Claim Rejections: 

Claims 1, 2, 8 and 12 are pending in the present application. The Examiner has 
rejected Claims 1, 2, 8 and 12 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, U 2 as being indefinite. 
Additionally, Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as being anticipated by 
Hadley (USP 4,014,449). Finally, Claims 8 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as 
being obvious over Hadley in view of what is known in the art. 

In response, Claims 1, 2, 8 and 12 are cancelled. New Claims 14 -17 are added. 
Claim 14 is independent and Claims 15-17 depend from it either directly or indirectly. 
Claim 14 has the additional limitations from cancelled Claim 1 that include an "external 
contour of the cap envelope has grooved knurls". The grooved knurls transfer the torque 
more efficiently to the cap assembly. Additional limitations include a cap envelope that 
is shaped "to prevent access to the internally threaded member without a specialized 
tool". Finally, the free tripper is configured to allow "for the unidirectional screwing of 
the entire cap assembly by hand". 

Each of these three limitations has been added to new Claim 14. Since Hadley 
neither teaches nor suggests any of these elements alone or in combination, new Claims 
14 - 17 are allowable over the prior art. Therefore, a favorable action in the form of a 
Notice of Allowance is respectfully requested.
